"SOVIET ARK" 
HAS ARRIVED 


AT FINNISH PORT WITH ITS 


CARGO OF DEPORTED ALIENS 


LONDON, Jan. 17. — The United States transport Buford—"the 


soviet ark"—with 249 deported Russians on board, has arrived at 
Hangs, on the Southern Finnish coast, said a Hclsingfors despatch 
to the Daily Express today. 


The Buford was escorted by a United States destroyer. 
The despatch said that she wouid depart immediately for an- 


other port under Finnish escort. 


The Finnish government has requested the Russian soviet gov- 


ernment thru the new Esthonian government for a cessation of hos- 
tilities while the deported persons on the Suford ere being taken 
across the frontier into Soviet Russia.
